Ever since Sh akesp eare made h is famous re­ 
mark about th e unwilling sch ool boy reluctantly 
trudging off to h is lessons, it h as been taken for 
granted th at ch ildren, in th e very nature of 
th ings, are bound to dislike going to sch ool. 
Imp rovements in meth ods of teach ing With in 
th e last few decades h ave p robably lessened th is 
old antagonism of ch ildh ood toward its educa­ 
tion.

any book or blackboard-talk h op e to comp ete 
with a well-devised film? 
Look back at y our own sch ool day s. You 
studied) among oth er th ings, geograp h y —for 
long month s, p oring over uninteresting books 
and emerging with only th e h aziest idea, after 
all, of th e world y ou live in. 
Can y ou imagine getting geograp h y th rough 
movies? Wouldn’t a coup le of dozen selected 
films inform a ch ild about th is world in a way 
th at books could never equal? Furth ermore, th e 
ch ild would remember wh at h e learned—and h e 
would look forward to th e next lesson. 
Not all lessons could be taugh t th at way , of 
course. Such bugbears of ch ildh ood as arith me­ 
tic, sp elling and grammar can never be sugar- 
coated very much . But p lenty of th ings could 
be taugh t th rough th e films. A ch ild could be in­ 
formed about h is world and th e p eop le wh o live 
in it, and th e job could be done quickly and 
th orough ly . 
Th e very smallness of th e film catalog men­ 
tioned above is imp ressive—because it sh ows th at 
th e surface h as h ardly been scratch ed. Th e 
movie can be one of th e greatest allies th e sch ool 
teach er ever h ad. Wh en it finally gets used to its 
fullest p otentialities, it is a safe bet th at th e 
sch ool ch ildren won’t be h alf as eager to h ave 
vacation time come around.

Not all lessons could be taught that way, o 


course. Such bugbears of childhood as arithme 
tic, spelling and grammar can never be sugar 
coated very much. But plenty of things could 
be taught" through trie films. A child" could be in- 
formed' about his world and the people who live 
in it, and the job could be done quickly and 
thoroughly. 


The very smallness of the film catalog men 


tioned'above is impressive—because it shows tha 
the surface has hardly been scratched. The 
movie can be one of the greatest allies the' schoo 
teacher ever had. When it finally gets used to its 
fullest potentialities, it is a safe bet that the 
school children won't be lialf as eager to have 
vacation time come around.

St. Nazaire, France, June 15 — 


(jSP')— Daniel Duverger, 20-year- 
old carpenter sat over a steam- 
ing bowl of coffee in a borrowed 
suit of clothes today and told 
the story of the sinking of the 
excursion steamer, St. Phuibert.

SEA GIVES UP 
BODIES OF 61 
. IN DISASTER 


Nantes, France, June 15— 


AP)—Ships and airplanes were 
couring the waters off Point St. 
Gildas tonight searching for ad- 
ditional bodies of the approxi- 
mately 400 excursionists who 
ost their lives yesterday after- 
noon when the steamer St. Phil- 
>ert capsized and sank near 
^oirmoutier island. 


As the quest for bodies went 


on the searchers also nourished 
lie faintest hope that some ad- 
ditional-survivors might turn up 
o be added to the slender list of 
eight who' were rescued last 
night. Some of the searchers 
held to the bare possibility that 
a few others might have made 
hen- way to remote havens on 
be island or the shore. 
Late tonight a total of. 61 


jodies had been recovered, 51 
f them being women. 'They 
were picked up by boats which 
were directed by an airplane fly- 
ing over the surface. 


From the lighthouse keeper 


St. Gildas Point and the ailing 
survivors, authorities began to 
piece together the story of the 
catastrophe. Their accounts led 
to the conclusion that the St. 
Philbert turned turtle and .sank 
precipitately between St. Gildas 
and Pornic after the passengers 
had stampeded to the port rail 
in fear of wind and waves. 


°A mass of black clouds, part of 


a general atmospheric disturb- 
ance in western Europe and the 
British Isles, bore down on the 
steamer about 7:30 p. m.. and 
was followed by a' series of tow- 
ering seas. As the ship lurched 
on its beam ends, the panic- 
stricken passengers massed on 
the port side and the craft was 
unable to right itself.
